To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


The Board of Selectmen organized last March with Harold 
M. Bullard chosen as Chairman and David L. Tuttle ap- 
pointed as Clerk. 

Regular meetings of the Board were held weekly from 
March until July, after which they were held every second 
Monday. Minutes of the meetings are on record. 

Following the example set by the Federal Government, 
the Town’s tax rate was lowered to Twenty-Two Dollars 
per thousand; a reduction of Ten Dollars, as compared with 
the previous year’s rate.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The work of testing all cattle by Federal and State aid 
is increasing and more cities and towns are insisting on milk 
from tested herds and being pasteurized. The compensation 
may be increased from $25 to $50 by the State. All sus- 
picious cases in the town should be reported to the town 
inspector as soon as possible; also any cattle brought in 
from outside the State without a permit must be reported. 

Some of our cattle owners have had their herds State and 
Federal tested; this work is going on all over the country 
in hopes to eradicate tuberculosis. A tested herd, if free on 
second test, is known as an accredited herd and when a sec- 
tion is clean it is known as an accredited area. 

Some of our owners of swine have had their hogs inocu- 
lated by the State, which makes them immune to Hog Chole- 
ra, a wise precaution. 

Glanders in horses, Hog Cholera, Rabies in dogs (in fact 
any stray dog acting strangely), should be reported to the 
inspector at once; better be safe than sorry. 

The cattle and condition in which they are kept were 
never better than they are at the present time.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF SLAUGHTERING 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


There were no changes in the law this year in regard to 
inspection and stamping of meat intended for sale. 

While most of the stock to be dressed is sold on the hoof 
and taken to Woonsocket or to some licensed slaughter 
house, still the owner, for his own use, may dress off his own 
stock without having the meat stamped. But, if any part 
is intended for sale, it must be inspected and stamped. 

I think that our people intend to comply with the law, for 
which I thank them.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF DAIRIES 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The work in better sanitary condition in handling milk, 
healthier cattle by testing and weeding out, is still going on 
everywhere. Most of the milk from this Town is sold in 
Woonsocket; pasteurized milk or milk from cows inspected 
by their Agent is allowed to be sold. 

As required by law and instructed by you, I have in- 
spected and given Producers’ Permits to 42 dairies that are 
making one can of milk or more per day. 

If each dairyman would carefully clean and whitewash 
his stable, and also keep his cows thoroughly clean, I think 
that they would pass inspection with such accommodations 
as they already have. 

I want to impress on our dairymen that it is better to 
keep their cows and stables in the best possible condition 
of their own accord, than to be forced to do so by a State 
officer. 

In warm weather, the cooling of milk, the water supply, 
cleanliness of cans and bottles will have to be carefully at- 
tended to. 


EXTRACTS FROM GENERAL LAWS 
CHAPTER 94 
Section 48. No producer of or dealer in milk shall sell 
or deliver for sale in any town any milk produced or dealt 
in by him without first obtaining from the board of health 
of such town a permit authorizing such sale or delivery. 


a9 


Said board of health may issue such permit after an inspec- 
tion of milk, and of the place where and the circumstances 
under which it is produced and handled, has been made by 
it or by its authorized agent. Any permit so granted may 
contain such reasonable conditions as said board deems 
suitable for protecting the public health and may be re- 
voked for failure to comply with any of such conditions. 
No charge shall be made to the producer for such permit. 
After a permit has been revoked, it may be reissued in the 
same manner in which the original permit was issued. The 
board revoking or reissuing said permit shall immediately 
send notice thereof to the Department of Public Health 
which may enforce this provision. The department shall at 
once inform the Board of Health of any other town where, 
in its judgment, milk produced by the person to which the 
permit relates would be likely to be sold or delivered for 
sale, and it shall also give notice of such revocation or re- 
issue to any dealer in milk who in its judgment would be 
likely to purchase milk from such person; and upon receipt 
of notice of revocation no dealer so notified shall sell or offer 
for sale such milk. Violation of any provision of this sec- 
tion shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars. 

Section 44. No fee for making any inspection or test of 
live stock, or any inspection of any dairy, barn or stable, 
under authority of law, for the purpose of protecting the 
milk supply of any town shall be requested or accepted by 
any official or other person making or assisting to make such 
test or inspection. Whoever violates this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars. 

I have found conditions generally good, and owners will- 
ing to co-operate, for which I thank them.

LEGAL HOLIDAYS 


Labor Day, Columbus Day, Thanksgiving Day, December 
25, January 1, February 22, April 19, and May 30. There 
will be no session of schools on the Friday following Thanks- 
giving. When a holiday comes upon Sunday, the following 
Monday becomes a holiday. 


NO SCHOOL SIGNAL 


The Town cannot have a “No School Signal.” Schools 
will not be closed on account of weather unless it is prac- 
tically impossible or unreasonable for children to attend. 
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When parents feel that it is very unwise for their children 
to go to school, they are advised to keep them at home. All 
other days children must attend school according to law. 


IMPORTANT REGULATIONS 


A regulation of the School Department is that no child 
can enter school for the first time unless such a child shall 
become six years of age on or before January 1 of the year 
following the fall term when he wishes to enter school. (For 
entrance to school this coming fall term a child must be six 
years of age on or before January 1, 1929.) 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


The attention of parents is called to the following facts 
of the State Laws governing school attendance. 


Every child from seven to fourteen years of age, unless 
he is physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen 
years, unless he has completed the sixth grade, shall attend 
school all the time it is in session. Every child from four- 
teen to sixteen years of age shall attend school unless such 
child has received an employment certificate and is regu- 
larly employed according to law for at least six hours per 
day. 

All minors under sixteen, working in towns or cities 
which maintain Continuation Schools, must attend the Con- 
tinuation Schools as prescribed by law. | 


If a child fails to attend school according to law for seven 
day sessions or fourteen half-day sessions, the child shall 
_be considered an habitual truant and may be sent to a tru- 
ant school. 

If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined 
not over twenty dollars for each offence. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Bellingham: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report of your 
schools. It is hoped that those who read this report will 
become better acquainted with the conditions of the schools, 
their needs and what is being accomplished. 


ScuHoot—A SAcrED INSTITUTION 


The Ancient Oracles were sacred places. Moses was told 
to take off his shoes for the ground whereon he stood was 
holy. The Church altar has always been held very sacred, 
never to be desecrated. The sacred fires were always to be 
kept burning. 

The School is likewise a sacred institution; its fires must 
never go out nor its lights be dimmed. 

The School is not a charity or a gratuitous institution, 
though it is generously supported by taxes from the public. 
It is an obligation which is forever due. 

We who are active in the affairs of life to-day must ere 
long leave these affairs to the care of others—the rising gen- 
eration. We shall then be dependent upon them. When 
we become incapacitated or gone, the school must still carry 
on. 

To keep educational institutions going is not a free gift 
of ours, but it is an essential part of the great program of 
the progress of human society. It is a necessity for our pro- 
tection. 

We, who are holding the reins of life’s activities to-day, 
can neither interfere with nor hinder the scheme of human 
living. 
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Great institutions of industry and society may arise and 
fall, flourish or wane, but education must go on forever. 


_ Prosperous and happy society could not exist without 
the progressive education of its subjects. Upon education 
rests all human progress. 

While schools are not the only means, they are the most 
important and effective factors in education, for, a com- 
munity might get along if it lost some of its great indus- 
tries. Floods and disaster may come and destroy the build- 
ing of years, but this damage to a large extent may be re- 
paired. The loss in production may be made up by the 
“speeding up” process; but no community would think of 
having its schools closed for a long period of time, for, the. 
injury thus done to youth in their very impressionable years, 
might never be repaired. 


“Ms Education forms the common mind! 


Just as the twig is bent, the tree’s inclined.” 


Instead of regarding the School as an institution too 
sacred to be desecrated, some people often consider it so 
commonplace that they freely give detrimental criticism and 
even ridicule. 

Many people are very prone to criticise and loudly har- 
angue about the schools, whenever they are not pleased 
with the way things go. 

All of us are liable to mistakes. It is our aim to give the 
patrons of the schools the best possible, and we welcome re- 
quests and helpful criticism. 


Tf this sacred institution, the school, is to accomplish its 
great work, we must all co-operate and pull together for its 
welfare. 

Tax payers of to-day may feel that the School is an object 
of their gratuity; hence if its procedure does not please 
they may curtail support. At times voters, failing to divine 
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the needs of the future, selfishly withhold the essentials for 
future progress—buildings, equipment, funds for good teach- 
ers and other essentials. 

Failing to realize the sacredness of the School, those with 
influence and power often play politics to the detriment of 
this important institution and thoughtlessly handicap 
future society in its preparation for meeting its problems. 

When our people come to fully realize that the school is 
a sacred institution and essentially permanent, many will 
appreciate it more fully. 

It is a serious offense for us to-day to handicap our chil- 
dren in years to come because we fail to realize that the 
life of society is a growth, ever changing and advancing. 
Because we cannot see needs of the future, we consider as 
fads those things which will be essentials for the progress 
of the rising generation. 

It is with this broad view of education and high respect 
for the School that it is possible for such towns as Belling- 
ham to have the advantages of good schools. 

School buildings and equipment may be the best, but we 
must realize that home influence and the ability and attitude 
of the pupils are the most important factors in the training 
for true education. 

It has always been a fact in the past, and undoubtedly 
will continue to be, that character has counted more for 
success than knowledge. Character is the ignition which 
makes progress go. | 

In our scheme of education, provision for character build- 
ing must be made. Great outstanding characters are largely 
those who have struggled up from the bottom, frequently 
in poverty and without conveniences. Overcoming obstacles 
makes character. 

Though there have been many attempts through voca- 
tional training, etc., schools still fail to provide ample op- 
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portunity for character training. The complexity and ease 
of present day life seems to be a handicap for character 
development. 

So far as training in knowledge goes, schools are doing 
much, though there seems to be a very hazy conception of 
what type of knowledge will be needed twenty-five years 
hence. 

A number of prominent educational organizations of the 
United States, individual states, counties, and cities are 
working on new and revised Courses of Study for schools. 
None are yet available for general use. | 


Schools may well give less attention to the complications 
of unused mathematics and other obsolete things, and give 
more attention to the training in health and safety; cour 
tesv; true human sympathy; literature; musie and art ap- 
preciation; good speech—public and conversational; real 
thrift and economy; history and growth of our nation and 
the world; knowledge and application of government; citi- 
zenship responsibility; worth while entertainment and 
proper use of leisure time; orderliness; morals; honesty; 
sterling character; and a friendly spirit toward work. 


These attributes function in the daily life of all and are 
essential for the happiness and prosperity of human society, 
while many subjects now receiving much attention in school, 
play a very small part in the daily routine of life. The test 
of a person now is not how much knowledge he has at his 
tongue’s end, but, what he is in character and life. 


Our ScHOOLS 


Our schools are trying to teach something of the good and 
useful things. 

Because of the rapid increase in the number of school 
children in town and the general increased cost of every- 
thing, the current expenses for maintaining schools con-

stantly increases. For this and other reasons our schools 
are not provided with the advantages of instruction in spe- 
cial subjects which many cities and towns have; but in the 
work of the common branches, Bellingham schools are doing 
well. ; 

We have a strong force of willing working teachers; the 
buildings are comfortable and convenient and kept in good 
repair; the schools are well provided with books and sup- 
plies. These conditions are conducive to successful schools. 

Within the past few years the interior of the buildings 
have been varnished and tinted, and roofs repaired, ete. 
Many new seats have been provided, and new curtains hung 
in all the buildings. A water system with bubbler drinking 
fountains has been installed in the South building. 

This past year two new hot air furnaces in the South 
building and one in the North have replaced the old. worn 
out ones. New adjustable seats were put in the North Pri- 
mary room. Seats and desks in two rooms were smoothed 
and varnished. Several seats in all buildings have been re- 
paired. 

New safety locks have been put in the four outside doors 
of the Center and North buildings. With these locks the 
doors can always be opened from the inside, thus making 
for safety and meeting the requirements of the law. Some 
of the slate blackboards in the Center building have been 
smoothed, thus changing to as good as new, almost useless 
boards. The foundation walls on the North and East side 
of the North building have been pointed up and the ground 
about has been graded with gravel. 

The following improvements are needed for this next 
year: 

Painting the South building. 

New seats in one room of the North building. 

Some new seats in the South, repairs of others, and repair 
of some of the blackboards in the South. 
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Repair of roof of North building—new shingling may be 
necessary. 


Electric light fixtures in one room of the South for use of 
evening school. 


Plastering back of blackboards, Centre building. 


On account of the constantly increasing number of pupils 
it is very possible that we may have to open a new school at 
the Center and it is very likely that there will have to be 
another school in the South. This expansion will necessi- 
tate more new seats. 


Some new language books, song books and readers have 
been purchased this past year. 


Many of the schools have been crowded this school year, 
due largely to the large influx of pupils from the St. Louis 
and other. private schools in Woonsocket. One school at the 
South has an enrollment of sixty-five and several others have 
from forty-five to fifty pupils. Miss Sullivan, a teacher in 
the Evening School, is assisting in the largest schools. 


Two of the Center schools have enrollment of about forty- 
five with three grades each. It is impossible for any teacher 
to give needed assistance to all pupils in such large schools 
of so many grades. If present conditions continue, it will 
be imperative to open another room in that building. 


This large increase of pupils makes it necessary to pur- 
chase a large number of books this coming year. 3 


Pupils coming from some of these private schools are very 
poorly equipped, being scarcely able to read or speak our 
language at all. When such pupils come in at different 
times, the progress of the school is greatly handicapped. 
The pupils now in the public schools ought to remain so they 
can progress in education. Reading and writing of our lan- 
guage is much needed by these pupils. Under the conditions 
rapid progress cannot be made, but teachers and pupils are, 
working in earnest and improvement is seen. 
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Complying with the request made at the last town meet- 
ing, an evening school has been held during the winter, giv- 
ing instruction in Reading and Writing English, and the 
study of Government and United States History. 

Two teachers have been employed, Miss Sullivan and Miss 
Rhodes. The highest enrollment is twenty-seven, and the 
attendance has ranged from fifteen to twenty-five men and 
women. 


The pupils have been very much interested and have 
worked enthusiastically. The school is very fascinating as 
has been expressed by the several visitors we have had. 
Good progress has been made and we hope the members have 
received much benefit. 


The number of pupils from Bellingham attending High 
Schools is increasing each year. We have sixty pupils in 
High Schools this year. | 

The rate of tuition has more than doubled in the past few 
years, thus the amount paid for High School tuition is much 
enlarged as can be seen from the accompanying financial 
report. 

The advantages given our pupils by these High Schools 
are much greater than could be given if the town should 
maintain a High School of its own. Because of the new 
building, the advantages of the Franklin High School are 
very attractive. 

Since the number of pupils is increasing and the cost be- 
coming more, the question of a Bellingham High School is 
worthy of consideration. 

So far as we can get reports, our High School pupils are 
nearly all doing good work and are enjoying life. 

Our three school buildings are lacking two modern im- 
portant conveniences. These are electric lights and water 
toilets. 

Lights have already been installed in a small portion of 
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each building, and more lights are not as necessary as the 
toilets. 

These improvements, which are to-day almost an essential 
in every school building are bound to come sooner or later 
in Bellingham. Why not have it sooner instead of later? 


There is room for the sanitary toilets in each building 
basement and water provided. If the water toilets could be 
installed in one building a year, the cost would make but a 
very little addition to the tax rate. 


The South School Parent-Teacher Association has had a 
successful year and has been very helpful to the schools. 


In addition to nicely furnishing the school rest room, they 
have provided a good work bench and set of carpenter’s 
tools for the boys to use in their wood working class. 


Mrs. Houseman, who has been president for the three 
years since the Association started, and has been largely 
responsible for its success, recently resigned because she is 
moving out of town. All connected with the Association 
and the schools are very sorry to lose her efficient assistance. 


What Mrs. Houseman thas done for the club others must 
now do, and we are confident that the Association under 
the direction of the new officers will continue to prosper. 


We are always especially sorry for the serious illness or 
death of any of our school family. The schools were greatly 
shocked and saddened by the sudden death of Mary Mat- 
kowski at school recently. She was stricken by a bad heart 
attack of which she was subject. 


We are pleased to speak commendingly of the good work 
done by the girls’ and boys’ clubs under the direction of the 
Norfolk County Extension Workers, Mr. Patton and Miss 
Clark, with the assistance of the principals of the buildings. 
Miss Gladys Cook successfully led the girls’ club at the 
South schools last year. Miss Sophie Bis is assisting in 
leading the club this year. 
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Mr. Patton is helping the boys in wood working once a 
week or as often as he can meet them. The boys are en- 
thusiastic in their work and appreciate Mr. Patton’s help. 


The clubs have had exhibits at the buildings, and a large 
exhibit of work was arranged in the town hall last May. 
Two entertainments by the club members with excellent 
moving pictures by Mr. Patton have been held in the Town 
Hall. Mr. Farley, the State leader, has been with us once, 
and Mr. Howe, assistant, once. 


This line of work is certainly worth while and educative 
for the girls and boys. We wish there might be a larger 
number of clubs, including poultry, pig, garden, canning, etc. 


Several of the girls and boys of our schools have been 
honored with prizes and vacation trips. A large honor is 
to come to our town when one of our girls is to have one of 
the highest prizes of club work, a trip to Washington, D. C. 


A very pleasing graduation of the eighth grades was held 
in the Town Hall at the close of schools. The class was 
large and the program well carried out. The program and 
names of graduates is given farther on in this report. 


Special attention to singing and music appreciation is 
being given in the schools under the direction of the super- 
visor, Miss Hall. At least one new piano in each building 
is much needed. 


The superintendent wishes to state that all concerned are 
very grateful to the District Nursing Associations which 
have made it possible for us to have the benefit of school 
nurses. There is a great need of health education in our 
schools. Miss Grady has found a great lack of knowledge 
of how to keep well by many of the pupils of the South and 
Center schools. Marked results are being obtained from 
the instruction given in schools and in the home visits. The 
North schools have had instruction longer, yet there is much 
to do there. A very encouraging fact was noted when Dr.

Lally, the school physician, made the examinations. It was 
that the children who had been in the schools for some years 
were in a much improved physical condition. 

The superintendent wishes to thank the teachers and chil- 
dren for their real courtesy and kindness shown him at all 
times, and especially at Christmas time. The spirit of our 
schools is harmonious and helpful. We appreciate the help 
of the library and librarian. 

The superintendent of schools is anxious to express his 
sincere appreciation of the willing kindly assistance given 
by the School Committee. The Committee members have 
given freely of. their time and ability, and the expenditure 
of every dollar has been carefully considered. 

The aim of the School Committee has not been to see how 
little money can be used for the schools, but rather so to 
expend the appropriation as to bring the most effective re- 
sults. 

We are grateful for the loyal financial and moral support 
given by the town officers and the citizens of the town. 
Your continued support is solicited. 

The following quotation expresses what we believe is the 
aim of our efforts for the schools. 


“Build to-day, then, strong and sure, 
With a firm and ample base; 

And ascending and secure 

Shall to-morrow find its place.”

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Following the usual custom I am submitting this annual 
report covering the work done by the three Grammar schools 
in the Town of Bellingham in the study of music. 

A development of the desire to sing and know good music 
and the ability to appreciate it is what we believe to be the 
aim of Public School Music. 

Each class of the three buildings receives one-half hour’s 
instruction each week by the music supervisor supplemented 
by the training given by the individual teacher. We use the 
Progressive Music Series which, in material and pedagogy, 
fulfills the highest ideals of’educators and musicians. The 
material represents a selection of folk tunes of all the coun- 
tries, classic compositions of all times and songs written for 
the series by the foremost composers of the day. <A brief 
course in the History and Appreciation of music comple- 
ments the instruction in the art of singing in the upper 
grades. In the lower grades folk dances and rhythmic 
games as well as a selection of songs which appeal to the 
child’s imagination are also taught. 

With the advent of radio and other sound reproducing in- 
struments it is possible for every one to hear the greatest 
artists and symphony orchestras and it is necessary to listen 
intelligently, hence the great importance for teaching the 
knowledge and appreciation of music to children. In the 
period of early childhood music makes its deepest impres- 
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sion and the ear is easily trained. Then is the time for the 
best there is in music; and it is to this end that the course 
is laid out furnishing also a base to build upon. 

The pupils seem to have a good grasp of the subject, are 
interested and evidently are making progress. The teachers 
have assisted materially by their co-operation and I should 
not fail to mention your interest and support. 

Much has been accomplished with the equipment avail- 
able. However, the North and Center schools are in much 
need of new pianos, and it is earnestly hoped that these will 
be supplied as soon as possible, also a few records should be 
supplied for the victrolas (which, by the way, are not in the 
best of repair), located in the North, South and Center 
schools.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE FOR CENTER 
AND SOUTH SCHOOLS 


To Mr. Carroll Drown, Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit the Annual Report of School Nursing 
done in South Bellingham and Bellingham Center for the 
year ending December 31, 1927. Both schools visited once 
a week, usually on Friday, when school was in session. 
Each room at this time is visited and all teachers consulted. 
No regular program is used, but from time to time a period 
is taken in different classrooms to give a health talk, inspect, 
play a health game or read a health story. 

A “Health Crusade” was carried on, with the help of the 
teachers, in the fourth and fifth grades for twelve weeks 
which proved most successful. Some very fine health posters 
were made by the sixth grade and used in the lower grades 
to teach health habits. The seventh and eighth grades did 
a good piece of work with some health stories and plays 
which were also used.
